He accordingly rode at Lhe near side of the
wolf, and shon m time Lo time In his ear
with a view of turning him within the range of
Colonel Carling’s rifle, Aboat fiftecn minntes
of sltdiful management bhod brought the wolf
within abont 100 yards, when he drew back to
allow the Colonel to fire, and he shouted to the
orderly for his weapon, The Englishman, in-
tent upon the exociting chase, had notlced
neither the shouts nor signs from Golonel Uar-
Iing, that a party of hostile Indians were ap-
roaching. He now, however, saw at a glanoce
gll danger, and the oritieal sitoation of affairs;

Marle Sophie Amaelie, ex-Queen of Naples.,

Desmuhan have been received at London,
from Rome we presume, whlon anaoauce the
death of ibls ludy, the wife of Marle Leopold
Francis, surnamed *'Little Bomba," ex-King of
Naples. The deceasod wan the third dauaghter
and fifh ehlld of Maximilian Joseph, Duke of
Bavaria, and was born at Possenbofen on the
fthh of October, 1841, Her early yeurs weorch
burren of hitorie incldent, her sducation snnd
those of her siaters belog obtaloed from thae
Frivule tntors of her mther, In 155, het sister

Hegateth Amelle Eogenle was  married
o Francis Joseph, the prosoent Em-
peror of Austrin, and four years suvse-

guently snother sistar, the Prioooss Caroline
'fhermm Holone, was united to Maximilian,
Prince of Thurn and Taxis, Onthe Stk of Jana-
ary, 1850, the d ed ex Queen was marrisd
by proxy, and on the 8d of Febroary following,
in person, to the then Prince Hoyal of Nuples.
On the 224 of May of the same year she asconded
the throne with her husband, and during the
brief and shameful relgn of Franols proved her-
golf n devoled and affectionate wife. Bheaccom-

anled the King In his flight from Naples to

aela, and during the short bat memorable
slege of Loe last-named oity, endeared herseil to
the Neapolitan soldiers who composed the

arrison by her course of conddet, Upon the
Fuu of Gaela, February 14, 1861, and the retires
ment of the ex-Kiog to the Palace of the Qul-
rinnl, at Rome, she acvowpanled him, and re.
glded there ever afterwards, sharlog the many
viclesitudes of fortune which have sluce als

Py a telegram from Coucord, New Hamp-
shire, we are loformed of the death of Mrs,
Abby Foleom, at her residenca In I ehester,
fn the snmoe Siate, on the Sth instant. Tho de-
censed was, we belleve, a natlve of Koginod,
bher malden name belng Kelley, Between the
years 180 and 188 she emigrated to this
country, and took up Her residence at Boston,
There she soon beeamd fawous for her denun-
cintlon of slavery. With a coterie of kindred
spirits she mounted the restrom, and de-
nounced Lthe late “pecullar lnstitution of the
South,” declaring Lhat the negro was, In
every respect, the equal of the white man,
and even golog 8o far a8 o declare |In
favor of amalganation between the races. At
Lhe time when these dootrines were expouanded
the “‘moral ideas' of the couniry had not yet

reached thelr mil helght, and even In ploas
Boston the preancherof anti-slavery dogmas wis
subject to such interrapllons as could be cansed
by pootlngs, groanlogs, hissings, rotlen cggs,

und other nnd more forcible exprassions of dis-
sont. Notwithisiandiog these unfavorable
aapects, the decensed ludy persevered in her
eNorws, aud was ever furemost In uLll.'lullm_i uli
of the anti-slavery mectiugs held lun New king-
land and New York., Her associntes o Lhis
work were sll the great abolition lghts, As o
speaker, Mis. Folsom was bald, v .gorous, and
fearlens. She never hesltated to expresy her
opinlon in the midst of the most overwhelming
antagonism,"snd on more than one occasion
ﬂalned her polut by sheer personal cournge and

etermination. In fact, she was a perfect Wen-
dell Phillips in petticonts, The natural avllity
displryed by the deceased galped for her nu-
merons admirers and felenas, while her gour-
Aago made even her t»gpunauut n poiltical gues-
tions respect her, She was to the puablie at one
time what Anna Dickinson and Mrs, Lucy
SBrone are at the present hour. The decensed
was married guite a npumber of years Lo Mr.
Folsom, a scholar snd phllanthropist, of New
Hampshire, Hoon afier 1his event she retired
to privale life, from which she seldom ever
afterwards emerged, Her life before her marrl-
age, taken altogether, wan a most extraordinary
and successful one, She lived to see hor dearly
cherished anti-slavery dootrines sngralied upon
the Constitution of the conntry, and In the cer-
talnty of this knowledge dled, no donbt, per-
feotly contented and happy.
